MSL 1981 BUDGET - Montana State Library's budget for FY 1981, as^isflproved for the 1980- 



81 biennium by the 1979 Legislature, is $647,902. $412,345 has bee'nJ approved for salaries 
and benefits, $187,232 for operating expenses and $48,325 for book purchases. Funding 
is $346,933 from the state general fund and $300,969 from federal LSGA Titles I and III. 

In FY 1980 $375,380 was allocated for salaries and benefits, $171,240 for operating ex- 
penses and $64,763 for books. 

The increase in salary does not include additional FTE's, which remain at 24.5. 

SPOTLIGHT ON - - A new feature of the Newsletter is "Spotlight on -" which will feature 
a public library in Montana in each issue. The Montana State Library subscribes to a news- 
paper clipping service and maintains an historical file about your library. However, we 
welcome contributions to this new feature.

SPOTLIGHT ON - GLENDIVE PUBLIC LIBRARY 

In 1915 members of the Glendive Woman's Glub held a book shower that netted 800 volumes, 
"commandeered" space in the Gity Hall and the Glendive Public Library was born. By 1922 
the collection had grown to 3,300 volumes and an average of 154 people were using the Li- 
brary each week. The Gity of Glendive took over operation of the Library in 1924. From 
1927 to 1953 the collection grew to 18,000 volumes. The Library began participation in 
the Sagebrush Federation in the early 1960's. In 1963 The Library was moved to the base- 
ment of the new Dawson Gounty Gourthouse. The collection now contains 29,000 volumes and 
the cramped quarters prompted the formation in the fall of 1977 of a Friends of the Library 
group dedicated to the construction of a new home for the Glendive Public Library. 

In 1922 the Library budget was $1,517.80. In FY 1979 the city provided $15,760 in support 
for the Library and the county $31,520. A $5,000 donation from Senator McGone established 
a memorial fund. The interest on this fund has provided the Library with a book budget 
(during the Depression) and the Richey Branch Library building. In 1976 the Dawson Gounty 
Bicentennial Commission gave $4,000 to the Library, specifying that it be used for planning 
a new library. 

Glendive Public Library offers interlibrary loan through the Sagebrush Federation with 
headquarters at Miles Gity Public Library. It houses one of the most complete, other than 
the Libary of Gongress, collections of original German-Russian history as well as a very 
complete collection of books on Glendive and Dawson Gounty history. 

Librarian is Mrs. Peggy Winchell. Mrs. Glara Soft is Richey Branch Librarian. 

MONTANA CODE ANNOTATED - Glaire Engel, Law Librarian, submitted the following infor- 
mation: 

The 1979 Legislature passed Senate Bill 1 which adopted the Montana Code Annotated (MCA) 
as prima facie the law of Montana. 

MCA replaces the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947 (R.G.M.), which was updated by pocket in- 
serts. Rather than update MCA is this manner, a new cumulated version will be published 
after each legislative session. MCA includes statutes and statutory histories. In the 
near future annotations to the code will be available. 

If your Montana Code Annotated is green or red, you do not own the current code. For up- 
to-date statutory law you should use the blue MCA. 
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MCA is available to governmenL-af f 1 1 iatcd organizations, including libraries, at a cost 
oT~$100; annotations will be nvailable at an approximate additional cost of $200. Pur- 
chase fro-n; l.egislative Council.

COMiMUNITY ARTS BOOKSHELF PROJECT - The Montana Arts Council and the Montana State 
Library will be cooperating In the Community Arts Bookshelf Project, which Involves the 
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development of a core library of books dealing with community arts topics and their dis- 
tribution to libraries throughout the state. 

Because of the rapidly growing interest in community arts activities in Montana, it is 
essential that resource and support materials be easily accessible to Montana's artists 
and arts organizations. 

The Montana Arts Council received a grant from the National Endowment for the Arts for 
the purchase of over 300 books. Phase 1 of the Project will place a complete set of 35 
titles at the State Library and an abbreviated set of 33 titles at the six federation 
headquarters libraries (Billings, Missoula, Great Falls, Glasgow, Miles Gity and Bozeman) . 
In addition, a basic set of 16 titles will be distributed to the public libraries in Kal- 
ispell, Butte, Sidney, Lewistown, Helena, Havre and Dillon. Montana Arts Gouncil staff 
will prepare an annotated bibliography which will be distributed to all libraries and 
arts organizations in the state. 

Phase 2 of the Project involves using Montana Arts Gouncil funds to purchase basic sets 
for additional community libraries. New titles will be added to existing Phase 1 collec- 
tions. Expensive or technical titles will be placed in the State Library's collection. 

The State Library will provide cataloging information for the books and will pack and 
ship the books to the public libraries in Montana. 

MCH SPECIAL GRANTS - The Montana Gommittee for the Humanities has established a separ- 
ate grants category for humanities projects in museums, libraries and historical organiza- 
tions. The purpose of this special grants category is to promote appreciation for the 
humanities among adult out-of-school Montanans by aiding these institutions in their ef- 
forts to make their holdings more accessible to the public. 

MGH will consider projects which involve activities such as the following: 

1. The engaging of consultants to advise and assist organizations wishing to 
improve their services to the public; 

2. the preparation of printed materials to accompany, illuminate and interpret 
displays and exhibits of permanent or temporary collections; 

3. the restoration of a limited number of photographs, artifacts and printed 
materials which are part of some special permanent or temporary collection; 

4. the reproduction of photographs for the purpose of exhibition; 

5. the microfilming of documents of special collections; 

6. public programs in the humanities to complement public exhibitions or dis- 
plays and which explore the meaning and value of the exhibited works; 

7. the cataloging of special collections (cash match required). 

The above are suggestions only. MGH welcomes requests for other kinds of projects. 

MGH special category grant funds cannot be used for the following: 

1. The ongoing operational expenses of a museum, library, historical society or 
related institution; 
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2. the construction or restoration costs for buildings or the purchase of 
equipment ; 

3. the acquisition of photographs, artif.icts, printed natter or the like; 

4. projects having school children, rather than the adult out-of-school pub- 
lic as their target audiences; 

5. projects or activities to generate profit. 

MCH funded projects nust be planned with the asslsi.mce of scholars in the huraanities 
and nust promote public awareness, use .ind appreciation of the disciplines of the hiun-ini 
t ios.
